9. The terms used in this respect are given their broadest reasonable interpretation 
in their ordinary usage in context as they would be understood by one of ordinary skill in 
the art, in light of the written description in the specification, including the drawings, 
without reading into the claim any disclosed limitation or particular embodiment. See, 
e.g., In re Am. Acad. ofSci. Tech. Ctr., 367 F.3d 1359, 1364 (Fed. Cir. 2004); In re 
Hyatt, 21 1 F.3d 1367, 1372 (Fed. Cir. 2000); In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55 (Fed. 
Cir. 1997); In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321-22 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

The Examiner interprets claims as broadly as reasonable in view of the 
specification, but does not read limitations from the specification into a claim. Elekta 
Instr. S.A.v.O.U.R. Sci. Int'l, Inc., 214 F.3d 1302, 1307 (Fed. Cir. 2000). "A claim is 
anticipated only if each and every element as set forth in the claim is found, either 
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expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art reference." Verdegaal Bros. Inc. v. 
Union Oil Co. of California, 814 F.2d 628, 631 (Fed. Cir. 1987). 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

11. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
58-191955 per the INTERNATIONAL PRELIMINARY REPORT ON PATENTABILITY 
dated 28 FEB 2006. 

JP 58-191955 discloses a powered test-tube agitation device including a plate 
having a rest (gear 5) for a test-tube (test-tube 1 ) to be agitated and a powered 
mechanism (motor 10) operating the plate in agitation (per the abstract), characterized 
in that the device comprises an optical detection means for optical detection of the entry 
of an object into a predetermined zone above the plate, the optical detection means 
being operatively connected to the powered mechanism to activate operation thereof 
(per theabstract; first projector 11a). The reference discloses a powered test-tube 
agitation device, namely "...a motor 10 is properly started and a gear 5 is rotated [...], 
the test-tube 1 is rotated [...] to agitate...". Furthermore, the feature concerning the 
"...detection of the entry of an object into a predetermined zone above the plate..." is 
inherently present, since practically the reducing of illuminance incident onto 
photodetector 12 will start before a test-tube has been fully inserted into gear 5, due to 
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the entry of the bottom of said test-tube in the beam of light emitted by the first projector 
11a directed to photodetector 12. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 5-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
